Washington, Oct. 11.— In the Schley 
court of inquiry Lieutenant J. H. Hoi- 
den was 're-Introduced to continue Uls 
•xamlnatton. Otlu r witnesBes were 
CapUin Chadwick, who was Admiral 
gampeon'i chief of sUff during the 
war with Spnin, titenant Command 
er C. C. Marsh and Lieutenant K. 1-.. 
Bennett, both of whom served on the 
flagship New York; Lieutenant Adel- 
bert Tlthooie of the MassachusettB 
Lieutenant Francis Boughter of the 
Marblehead and Lieutenant WUll&nj 
H. Reynolds, who was signal offlcer 
on board the Texas. 

Captain l^emly supposed he would 
be able to conclude the presentation 
of the governments side of the case 
by the close of this wet a. bnt he finds 
hf will BtlU have several witnestea oa 
iilB list when the court ad.oums Sat- 
urday. In all probability he will con- 
sume the greater part of fBe first half 
of next week. Mr. Rayner estlraate.s 
that the court will not be able to con 
elude its work before the middle of 
November. 

Among the wltnes'rs called for the 
purpose of correotinB testimony was 
Admiral C. Taylor. While he was on 
the stand he was questioned as to 
Whether he had received Information 
tkat the Spaniards were coming out of 
the harbor at Santiago before they 
made their appearance the momlifg of 
.luly 3. The question was askinl by 
Captain Lemly and the answer was: 
"None whatever. 

Mr. Rayner: "You did not get a 
message from the Vixen it> reference 
to smoke coming out of tl||i harbbr?" 
"None." 

Captain Parker: "Your attention 
was not called to smoke?" "Not at 
all. sir." 

"Do you remember anybody on 
your vessel who did obsenre' smoke 

and reported It tO youf" "I do Dot 
remember." 

Captain I.^mly read a report from 
Captain Merrill Miller, formerly of th" 
Raleigh, concerning the accuracy of 
the stadimeter. This report was dat- 
ed in 1896 and sUted that the stadi 
meter had been found to give accurate 
results in measurements of less than 
MU yards. Inn not so whtn the dis- 
tance wa6 greater. In one case, the 
writer noticed an error of 200 yards 
In a 1.600 yards measurement. 

Lieutenant Adelbert Althouse. form 
pi?y watch and division officer on the 
ba t'eshlp Massachusf tts, was then 
call.d. He detailt d the movements 
of that vessel in connection with the 
^flying sqnadron. He said that at Cien 
tuegos the vessels lay six to 10 miles 
out at night, going nearer In the day 
time, l ieutenant Althouse said that 
the day of the bombardment of the 
Cristobal Cok^n he was in eharpe of 
the 8-inch turret of the Massachusetts. 
He said the ship had not been to ex- 
ceed three minutes In passing the en 
trance to the harbor on the first pns- 
age and that oiRy 4W« ' fhots were 
then fired. The instructions . W 'l 
make the range 7,000 yards, but the 
Shots fell short and the rar- • 
creased on a return trip to 8,500 yards 
and then to 10,000 yaras. Mi^^^ — 
was devcToped as to the strenrb of 
the land batteries by this reconnois- 
sance he said to his mind it was 
shown wiey were very weak. In reply 
to Questions as to whether he had 
made any dotes concerning the en- 
gagement he replied: - "No; we went 
In under Instmetloni to sink the 
Colon." His orders bad beta to di- 
rect his fire at that veslkL 

When Lieutenant Althouse was ex- 
cused Captain Lemly introduced as 
evidence the reports made by Commo- 
dore Schley to the secreUry of the 
navy It the engagement of May 81. 
In one of these dated Jane 8. Commo- 
dore Schley said: "Reconnolssance 
was intended principally to Injure and 
destroy Colon. The Are was returned 
without del»y by the heavy batteries 
to the east and to the west entrance, 
large calibre, long range; reconaois- 
sance developing satisfactorily the 
presence of the Spanish squadron, ly- 
ing behind island near inner fort as 
they fired over our hill at random. 
Quit* satlafled. tk« Ipaslih fleet Is 
there." 

Lieutenant P. O. Dewey, nephew of 
Admiral Dewey, who was a watch of- 
flcer on the MassachusettB. was the 
next witness. He placed the dintani.' 
of the blockade line under Commudui e 
Bohley fimil the mouth of Santiago 
karbor at from flve to eight miles, the 
4lBtanee being about the same day 
and night. There was, he said, nc 
Pfrticular formation gt the vessels. 



The examination at thli pqilst was as 

follows: 

Captala Leply: "When you were 
at the weatem end of the blockade 
with the Icadlnt vessel making the 
turn, what orders were there for at- 
tacking if you saw the enemy coming 
out of the entrance?" "I do not be- 
lieve we could have seen the enemy 
coming out. There waa no ordefB I 
have knowledge of." 

"Why do yon think jroti wqpld not 
have seen the eneo^y eoBlng oat if 
such had been the egief* "Owing to 
darkness and the distance froln the 
harbor. For Instance when we were 
at the western end of the line tne 
ships could have come out and stood 
to the eastward without our being any 
the wiser unless they showed lights." 

"How about the revere of that pro* 
poRitl m?" "I think ft would have 
been the same in either case." 

Captain Lemly then asked: "Did 
you have any conversation with the 
commanding pScer of the flying 
squaiMMi «r any one In his* pretence 
in relation to the Are on the Colon or 
otherwisi^ ''" "I was told shortly be- 
fore we started in the entrance the 
commodore wished to see the turret 
officers in the pilot house. 7 went to 
the pHot house and the commodore 
said he iatended to go In a few mo- 
ments and have a 'try' at (he Colon 
and that he hoped we would 'ink her. 
I asked what speed we would make 
and was told 'about 10 knots.' I re- 
marked at the time that I thought 
that waa glTing aa very Httle chance 
at the Colon aa she would be In sight 
between the head lines only a couple 
of n;iniit(s and the smoke from the 
guns would probably make our fire 
very slow. To the best of my recol- 
lection the commodore stated that we 
would have to do the best we could; 
that the speed would be 10 knota. De- 
scribing the range at which he had 
flred his guns on that occasion he said 
at first it waa 7,000 yards under orders 
and then he had increased It to 9.500 
yards, but that all the shots fell short. 
He, saiu in reply to questions that the 
Sp«ai«h shore battatlei dl4 |u>t give 
tne' American ships much trouble on 
that occasion. "None from the Colon 
came near," he said, "but two or three 
shots from the batteries fell at)out the 
Massachusetts at the time, one pass- 
ing over If* 

"What cenclualon did yon arrive at 
as to the caliber of .fBb shore guns?" 
"I did not think they were of very 
larRc caliber — not over G inch." 

In reply to a question by the court 
as to whether he was ordered to di- 
rect his fire on the Colon or on the 
batteries May 81, Lieutenant Dewey 
said that his orders were to direct his 
fire at the Colon directly, but he would 
not say whether Commodore Schley 
or Captain HlgglnaciB had ^Ten the 
order. 

Llentenant Francis Boughter, who 
was watch and division officer on 
the Marblehead during Commodore 

Schley's blockade off Santiago, was 
then called. He said the .Marblehead 
and the Vixen were on picket duty 
between the shore line and the line of 
the blockade, the Marblehead being 
stationed three miles from the shore 
and to the westwafd, six miles from 
the Mori'o, He would not attempt to 
say how far outside the squaiTron was 
but he could not aee the ahlpa after 
nightfall • 

The «gart asked: "When was the 
Marblehead In such position at night 
while on picket duty off Santiago that 
the enemy's ships could have been 
seen had they attempted to leave the 
harbor?" That would depend on a 
great many circumstances, the state 
of the weather, the course thfey took 
and their success la keeping their 
ships dark and quiet." 

Admiral Dewey: "The Marblehead 
was on picket duty. Could she have 
Seen the enemy comlTi^? ' "If the en 
emy kept close to shore and we were 
three miles off durlag moat of the time 
we could Bot haTe seen them; U the 
enemy had been south from the en- 
trance which would have placed the 
enemy four miles off, we could not 
have seen them, provided thejT kept 
reasonably dark and quiet." 

Mr. Sayner: "What waa the pur- 
pose of the picket boats being there if 
they could not see the eaeaiy?" "They 
were supposed to be there, I pretmie, 
for that purpose." 

"Then If they w< re there for tliat 
purpose what was it that would have 
prevented them firoa acooiapUshisg 
this object?" "The tact that they 
could not see a vessel It it raa at a 
distance of from two to tWO aad OBe- 
half miles off at night." 

"How fift> was the VIxea from the 
shore?" "I do not kaow. ' 

"What was the distaaoe Between 
your vessel aad the Tlzeaf "I ean- 
not say." 

"Are you prepared to say then that 
If the enemy had come out of there, 
neither you nor Ul» Vixen could have 
seen him?" "I answered the ques- 
tion as put by the court that we on the 
Marblehead could not have seen the 
enemy coming out under the condi- 
tions I have named first by keeping 
close ia uadef the land and secondly 
by steeriat due south from harbor." 

"Wut sort of nights were therer 
"I do not remember partlculariy. I do 



not remem.)er env gales or aay par> 
ticularly bad weather." 

When Lieutenant Boughter was ex- 
cused, Lieutenant Bennett, who was 
flag lieutenant oa the New York in 
1898. was called to the stand. After 
a few quest*ons pertaining to the Cu- 
ban blockade. Captain Lemly said he 
had ( ailed Lieute lant Bennett not 
only for for his direct examination, 
but for full cross-examination In ac- 
coMance with the precept Mr. Ray- 
ner stated, however, that he had no 
questionrto ask. and the witness was 
excused. beiuK snccei d( d by Lieuten- 
ant Charles .Marshall, who was flag 
secretary tn Admiral SampsOB durlBg 
the Spanish war. 

Captain Chadwick testified concern 
ing the code of signals arranged by 
Captain McOalla with the Cuban in 
Burgent.s at CienfuegOS. of which he 
had said Captain McCalla had infarm- 
ed him upon his arrival at Key West 
Mav 19, 1898. He said he could not re- 
call *? ^.hom he had communicated 
the code, that he had not iaformed 
Commodore Schley, because Captain 
.McCalla was to return Immediately to 
CienfuegOS where Admiral Schley was 
stationed. Captain Chadwick recalled 
a conversation he heard between Ad- 
miral Sampson and Commodore 
Schley at Key West In which Com- 
modore Schley told the admiral he 
was glad to be under his command 
and assured him that he would be en- 
tirely loyal to him. Captain Chad 
wick also said he heard Commodore 
f^hUr tell Admiral Sampson after the 
latteta arrival at Santiago that It was 
Impossible to blockade the Spaniards 
at Santiago, If they desired to come 
out. Captain Chadwick said he ob- 
ject (1 to the telegram of congratula- 
tion Admiral Sampson sent Commo- 
dore Sehley May 88. considering It un- 
called for by the circumstances. 

At 4 p. m.. with Captain Chadwick 
ctiU on the stand, court adjouraed for 
the day.

Victim Wa* His Brotber-ln-Law 
Whose Wlfls He Coveted. 
Chicago, Oct. 11. — George Dolinski. 

convicted of muidering his brother-in- 
law, was handed here Friday. 

The crime for which Doiinski paid 
the extreme penalty was the murder 
of his brother-in-law, Anton Liele, a 
year ago. Dolinski became infatuated 
with Mrs. Lisle, who was his wife's 
sister. That his clandestine wooing 
might not be Interfered with Dolinski 
sent his wHe on a visit to her parents 
in the old country. Lisle, however, 
became suspicious. Nov. 27 the two 
men m^ ia a pasture aorth of Irving 
park. When the police found Ltsle's 
body there were four bullet wouml'^ 
:n it anS the throat was cut. Dolinski 
was arrested, but declared he Rnd 
Lisle bad quarreled about money mat 
ters and that he had been compelled 
to shoot his brother-la-law In self -de- 
fense. The evidense against Dolinski, 
while merely circumstantial, waa suf 
ficient to convince (he jury that mur- 
der had been done in order that Dolin- 
ski ml^t marry Mrs. Lisle. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Dolinski in Europs 
heard that her husband had been ar 
rested, but the report alto said that It 
was for her own murder. Stipposinj: 
that she could i<et hfm out of his p'e 
dicament by appearing and thus dis 
proving the charge that he had kiUeci 
her. Mrs. Doliaskl, with her iafant 
hurried back across the Atlantic and 
arrived In Chicago only to discovc 
the real state of affairs. She did no 
abandon her husband, however, b'.if 
did all in Ir r power to aid him. Shf 
visited him in Jail and when she learn- 
ed that the supreme court had refused 
to grant a sujiersedeas, she fell In a 
faint. Dolinski made his last confes- 
sion to Father Rapouz and spent tht 
nirjht In a barber chair, alternate!; 
dozing and gasing at his taiage la a 
mirror. 

President's Choice. 

— Pre«!dent 
Roosevelt has decided deflnittly tc 
appoint Vice Tres^uent Clayton of 
Columbia. 8. C, collector of Internal 
revenue for that state to fill the va- 
cancy cau'sed by the death of E. A. 
Webster. The announcement will 
create surprise as it was understooc! 
pretty generally that Levis Blalock 
had beea selected for the place. Dr. 
Claytoa was fbrmerly postmaster at 
Columbia. He Is an organTcatlon Re 
publican. It Is understood that the 
president shortly will appoint R. C. 
Stewart to be postmaster at Newberry, 
S. C. Mr. Stewart Is said to be dis- 
tantly related to President Roosevelt. 
President Roosevelt has directed the 
appolntmAit of Dr. W. P. Wilson of 
Philadelphia commercial museum, as 
commercial attache of the United 
States to the comlBg congress of 
ABMrican republics. 

Neely 'on Trial. 
Washlagtoa, Oct 11.— The war de 
vartment is informed that the trial of 
C. F. W; Neely on charges of misap- 

propiiatlon of postal funds in Cuba, Is 
in progress. No law offlcer of the 
United States government is engaged 
In the case, although testimony and 
depositions taken in this country have 
been forwarded to the proscettttat of- 
ficer la Havanna.

New York. Oct. 11.— Advices from 
Cuidad, Bolibar, aaaouBce that the 
Veaesaela revolnttoniF|n commanded 
by General Qtrcnimo 'ivas. attacked 
and defeated the \\nezueian govern- 
ment troops under (Jeneral Aio. tegui, 
near Barranias, in the slate of Ber- 
mudez, and that General Arostegui 
was taken prLoner. It is announced 
that the Tenexuelaa troops have Joia- 
ed arms wnb the revolutionists. Gov- 
ernment troops from San Felix, com- 
manded by General Afrlcano, sustain- 
ed a defeat near that town at tA'^ 
hands of the revolutionists under 
General Vldal. General Afrlcano es- 
caped to San Felix. 

It is reported that the Colombian 
government bought several rapid flre 
^;uns he re and ^-liipiied them south. 
Within the last week upwards of 200 
cases labeled "fireworks," besides fire- 
arms, cartridges, dynamite and fuse 
has been shipped to Argentina, Brasll, 
Chile, Central America, Cuba, Ecua- 
dor, Mexico. Uruguay and Colombia. 
It is believed revolutionists In Vi iu- 
zuela and Colombia will get most of 
the "flrei^orks." 



Chasing the Brigands. 
Sofla, Oct. 11.— Three battalions of 
the Sixth Bulgarian infantry regiment 
marched through the country between 
Dubnitsa and Samakov and searched 
the villages of the Riloklosters dis- 
trict, In on.» of which it was repotted 
the brigands had concealed Miss 
Stone. Colonel Geschof at the head of 
a searching party composed of 300 
Bulgarian infantry and 600 dragoons 
is scouring the ranges of Dospat and 
the Hhodopegebirgen. The reputed 
leader of the gang who killed Stam- 
bouloff has met his fate. Susjiected 
of being associated In the opuire of 
Miss Stone he was shot dead on the 
frontier near Kostendit. Though £ 1 ,000 
reward has been placed oa the bandit's 
head for the murder of Stambouloff, 
Hallo, the name under which he was 
known, was too inflnential a rufHan 
for the Bulgarian police to arrest. 
Four additional brigands have been 
captured near the Tschepino and a 
band of 20, fully armed, was discover- 
ed near Oubnitza and driven Into the 
mountains again. 

Dumenfs Flying Machine. 

Paris, Oct. 11.— .M. Santos Dumont. 
having completed the repairs to his 
balloon, the Santos-Dumont, in spi;e 
of unfavorable predictions based on a 
sudden rise of the barometer, decided 
to start against the wind and maneu- 
ver around Longchamp race course. 
When the signal to start was Kiven 
Dumont shot off like an arrow and in 
spite of a contrary wind, reached 
Longchamp at a speed impossible to 
estimate in the actual state of aero- 
nautic science, but certalaly ic fast as 
a rapid automlbile travels. For moio 
than an hour th ' balloon maneuver d 
in all I irectior.s aboul the r.ice course 
with perfect docili'y In thi jirest^nce 
of numerous spectators. Dumont made 
another attempt Friday to win the 
Deutsche prlie, but owing to an acci- 
dent to the rudder of his flying ma- 
chine, he was obli^'d to return to the 
starting place afier going iiJ yards.

Wa:hi!iiTton, Oct. 11. — There were 
few cilleis at. the White House Friday 
before the cabinet assembled at 11 
o'clock. Acting Secretary Adee pre- 
sented the Colombian minister and 
General Rafael Reyes, formerly Co- 
lombian uiiuist<'r to France, now vice 
president of the republic. The latter 
spoke briefly to the president of the 
Importance of the approaching Pan- 
American congress at City of Mexico, 
in which he said he thought the United 
States would be the guiding spirit. 
Senator .Ma^oii of Illinois, who return- 
ed to his home Friday, called to assurft 
the president the report that he in- 
tended to fight the new canal traty waa 
entirely erroneous. To the president 
Senator Mason expressed the hope that 
the new treaty wouTdf be satisfactory. 

Among other callers were the I'eru- 
vian minister, who was received in the 
blue parlor; General Dyrenfortb, com- 
mander-in-chief if the Union Veteraa 
rnion, who Invited the president to 
attend the grand encampment of the 
organization which will be held ut 
Chicago Oct. 22-26. The presid' r:t li 1 
he should be glad to attend, but called 
attention to the fact that his previous 
engagement at Yale college, where he 
receives the degree of LL. D. Oct. 23. 
probably would make it impossible for 
him to be present. 

Five members of thp cabinet. Secre- 
tary Long, Secretary Hitchcock, Sec- 
retary Wilson, Attorney General Knox 
and postmaster General .'^mith, were 
present at the cabinet meeting, which 
was devoted larKely to the considera- 
tion of appointments under the vari- 
ous departments. The questions of 
southern appointments generally came 
up again, and the president reiterated 
his i;oiicy of appointing Republicans 
if suitable nun as applicants could be 
found, and if not. of appo'ntin.'i gold 
Democrats, His policy in this reapoct 
meets the approval of the cabinet. The 
appointment of Dr. Clayton to the col- 
lectdVship of internal revenue in South 
Carolina was considered In this con- 
nection. 

Attorney General Knox made a ver- 
bal report to the president and cabinet 
' regarding the result of his Investiga- 
j tion into the Pactflc cable question. 
: His conclusion was that under the law 
of IStw; any domestic i onipany could 
land any cable on th<' shores of the 
United States or Its posj-es; ious. The 
president and cabinet were convinced 
by the verbal report that no executive 
action Is called for at this t!ine. The 
president will .u;o ever the subjt-< i more 
In detail with the attorney neral. 
and will review the wnoie qurstin'i in 
his message to congress. The law of 
18G6 is the same law under which the 
Postal Telegraph company claimed it 
had the power to land a cable at Ha- 
vana, but the claim was dlsrejarded 
at the time by the secretary of war.

The plaintitr further alleges that tbe 
deceaaed and others of bis family were 
confined in an uncleanly snd badly ven- 
tilated room ; that the food furnished the 
patients was uoarae, unwholesome and 
utterly unfit for their nee, and that by 
the willful and gross neglect on the part 
of the defendant's ofiScera and agenta tbe 
death of Otto Bataon waa brought about.
